Vandalism 


There has been another outbreak of vandalism, in which the fort in the 
adventure playground was so badly damaged-that it has had to be removed. 
Trees in the area were also damaged and the Parish Council wishes to make 
its policy in these matters absolutely clear : namely that anyone cought 
causing damage in the village will be prosecuted and the Council will press 
for the maximum penalties to be imposed. There have also been occasions 
on which cars and motor bikes have been driven across grassed areas or 
along footpaths, and the Council deplores this too, both from the point of 
view of the danger to pedestrians and for the damage caused. We ask the 
co-operation of all villagers in keeping watch and taking registration numbers, 
which should be reported either to P.C. Bird at Histon Police Station (tel. 
Histon 2222) or to the Parish Clerk, Alec Green (tel. Crafts Hill 80978). 


Village Green : 

With the warmer weather and the lighter evenings, ball games are again 
becoming popular. The Village Green is the ideal place for such games 
and the Parish Council strongly urges people to plcy their games there, 
instead of on small pieces of amenity land near_-houses. These amenity 
areas are often not big enough for ball games, and annoyance and damage 
are often caused to local residents and their property. So please, make the 
rnost of your Village Green and pley your sports there.
